The  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet,  assisted  by  a corps  of 
clerical  and  lay  professors  and  by  the  faculty'  of  the  St.  Joseph’s  Hos- 
pital School  of  Nursing,  conduct  the  classes  in  all  the  departments. 


The  College  of  St.  Teresa 

The  College  of  St.  Teresa  is  located  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri, 
at  Fifty-Seventh  and  Main  Streets,  in  the  restricted  Country  Club 
district.  It  is  surrounded  by  a beautiful  campus  of  twenty  acres, 
distinctive  in  the  large  number  and  in  the  great  variety  of  its  shrubs, 
trees,  and  birds,  and  in  the  glorious  vistas  it  affords  of  shy,  starry 
heavens,  sunrise  and  sunset. 

Taxi  service  makes  it  possible  to  reach  the  college  from  the 
Municipal  Airport  in  thirty  minutes;  from  the  Union  Station  in 
twenty  minutes.  Bus  service  is  available  also  from  both  points. 


HISTORY 

The  College  of  St.  Teresa,  chartered  in  1940  as  an  educational 
institution  distinct  from  St.  Teresa’s  Academy,  is  the  direct  develop- 
ment of  an  elementary  school  established  in  1854,  by  the  Reverend 
Bernard  Donnelly,  third  resident  pastor  of  Kansas  City. 

In  response  to  an  appeal  made  by  Father  Donnelly,  five  Sisters  of 
St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet,  St.  Louis,  with  Mother  Francis  Joseph  Ivory 
as  superior,  came  on  August  23,  1866,  to  what  was  then  known 
as  Westport  Landing,  to  open  a convent  school  for  the  education 
of  young  ladies  and  to  take  charge  of  the  parish  school.  Classwork 
began  September  10,  1866,  under  the  patronage  of  St.  Joseph.  The 
school  was  incorporated  in  1867  as  St.  Teresa’s  Academy. 

In  “The  Congregation  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet  (1650-1922) 
Sister  Mary  Lucida  Savage,  Ph.  D.,  C.  S.  J.,  states;  “For  more  than 
a quarter  of  a century,  St.  Teresa’s  was  the  only  Catholic  school  of 
higher  education  for  girls  in  Kansas  City.  It  broadened  its  curriculum 
with  the  growth  of  the  city  and  the  advance  of  educational  ideals, 
maintaining  always  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  set  by  its  early 
teachers.  . . . The  list  of  its  alumnae  contains  names  distinguished 
in  the  pioneer  history  of  the  city  as  well  as  in  that  of  more  recent 
date.” 

Five  additions  were  made  to  the  original  building,  which  was 
located  in  what  is  now  the  vicinity  of  Twelfth  and  Washington

Facing  this,  a new  College  Building  will  be  erected  on  the  East  Campus  during  1940-1941. 
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Streets,  a district  known  in  pioneer  days  as  Quality  Hill.  But  by 
1908  tbe  classic  St.  Teresa’s  on  Quality  Hill  was  completely  sur- 
rounded by  a rapidly  developing  business  district.  With  keen  per- 
ception and  extraordinary  courage.  Mother  Evelyn  O’Neill,  superior 
at  that  time,  secured  twenty  acres  in  Kansas  City  s restricted  Country 
Club  district  as  a site  for  a new  St.  Teresa’s.  As  the  section  resembled 
a windy  moor.  Mother  Evelyn  named  the  new  location  "Windmoor. 
Here  she  supervised  the  erection  of  what  a state  examiner  later 
declared  to  be  "the  finest  school  building  in  the  state  ’ and  the 
landscape  gardening  of  the  "most  beautiful  school  campus.’ 

A new  charter  taken  out  in  1908  empowered  the  college  "to  confer 
any  degree  conferred  in  this  United  States.’  Classes  were  organized 
at  the  new  St.  Teresa’s,  September  10,  1910.  Post-graduate  work 
commenced  at  the  old  and  continued  at  the  new  St.  Teresa’s  was 
organized  in  1915  as  junior  college  work.  The  junior  college  was 
fully  accredited  by  the  University  of  Missouri,  March  9,  1921,  and 
was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  American  Association  of  Junior 
Colleges  in  the  same  year. 

In  1930  the  St.  Joseph  s Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  Kansas  City, 
was  affiliated  to  St.  Teresa  s Junior  College.  This  affiliation  affords 
the  student  nurses  who  meet  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  Arts 
and  Science  Department  of  the  college  an  opportunity  to  secure  an 
academic  and  a scientific  preparation  for  nursing,  plus  the  accumu- 
lation of  college  credit  towards  an  A.  B.  or  a B.  S.  degree. 

Music,  Art,  and  Dramatics  have  been  sources  of  cultural  develop- 
ment at  St.  Teresa’s  for  more  than  seven  decades.  On  February  27, 
1934,  the  Music  Department  was  fully  accredited  by  the  University 
of  Missouri,  and  on  May  10,  1936,  by  the  De  Paul  University  School 
of  Music,  Chicago. 

To  provide  a Catholic  higher  education  for  students  in  the  Mid- 
dle West  and  South,  The  College  of  St.  Teresa  has  organized  a 
standard  four-year  college  curriculum  explained  in  this  bulletin.  On 
September  10,  1940,  the  institution  will  begin  its  seventy-fifth  year 
as  a center  of  intellectual  life  and  culture  guided  by  Catholic  prin- 
ciples of  philosophy  and  enriched  by  Catholic  religious  training 
and  experience.  The  College  of  St.  Teresa  is  the  only  Catholic 
college  for  women  in  the  diocese  of  Kansas  City’. 
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AIMS  AND  POLICIES 

Incorporated  as  an  educational  institution  empowered  “to  confer 
any  degree  conferred  by  any  institution  in  these  United  States.” 
tbe  College  of  St.  Teresa  aims  to  give  to  young  women  a Christian, 
an  “ideally  perfect”  education.  (Encyclical  On  Christian  Education. 
Pope  Pius  XI). 

To  accomplish  this  aim  the  Committee  on  Administration  serves 
also  as  a Committee  on  Curriculum  and  provides  for  the  immediate 
and  for  the  remote  educational  needs  of  its  students  in  the  fields  of: 

1 . RELIGION  i—>  through  the  department  of  Philosophy  and  of 
Religion,  which  is  designed  not  only  for  instruction,  but  to  foster 
and  to  give  training  in  Christian  living. 

2.  GENERAL  Education  — 'through  the  Biennia,  or  the  division 
of  the  curriculum  into  Lower  Division  courses,  1 to  100,  devoted  to 
fields  of  fundamental  knowledge,  upon  which  a superstructure  of 
Specific  Education  is  designed  to  be  built,  through  Upper  Division 
courses,  100  to  200.  These  latter  courses  are  devoted  to  the  securing 
of  a more  precise  knowledge  in  a chosen  field  of  concentration, 
called  a major.  The  degree  of  knowledge  attained  by  the  student  is 
determined  at  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year  by  a Comprehensive 
Test  given  over  the  field  of  general  knowledge:  at  the  end  of  the 
senior  year,  over  the  field  of  concentration. 

3.  HEALTH  - — ' through  requiring  students,  unless  excused  by  a 
physician,  to  take  at  least  two  hours  of  physical  education  each 
semester  during  the  freshman  and  the  sophomore  years,  and  by 
requiring  a general  Health  examination  at  the  college  each  year. 

The  Administration  further  provides  for: 

1 . PERSONNEL  Service  — through  “Freshman  Day’  established 
for  purposes  of  orientation,  and  through  a Counseling  Program 
which  provides  a counseling  service  to  each  student.  This  service 
is  designed  to  meet  educational,  personal,  and  vocational  needs  of 
the  students. 

2.  SOCIAL  Life  -—through  extra-curricular  activities  and  religious 
and  secular  organizations. 
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3.  FACULTY  /“through  exercising  particular  care  in  the  choice  and 
in  the  appointments  of  faculty  members,  in  order  to  secure  qualified 
and  competent  teachers,  and  by  instructing  new  members  in  the 
aims  and  policies  of  the  college.  Faculty  members  are  expected  to 
labor  to  form  Christ  in  themselves  and  in  each  student,  encouraged 
by  the  example  of  the  great  teacher,  the  Apostle  St.  Paul,  who 
declares.  My  little  children,  of  whom  I am  again  in  labor  until 
Christ  be  formed  in  you.’  Otherwise,  the  primary  aim  of  the  college, 
to  give  a Christian,  an  “ideally  perfect”  education,  cannot  be 
attained.  Without  this  effort  teachers  become  mere  dispensers  of 
knowledge,  and  the  student’s  education  is  definitely  incomplete. 

4.  The  PHYSICAL  Plant  > — < Special  attention  is  given  to  needed 
expansion  and  to  the  care  o f the  buildings  and  of  the  campus.  A new 
College  Building  will  be  erected  this  year. 

Specific  Regulations 

A candidate  for  admission  shall  offer  fifteen  acceptable  units  of 
high  school  courses.

Testimonials  of  character  and  social  standing  shall  be  presented. 

SOURCES  OF  ACCEPTABLE  CREDITS 

1.  An  official  transcript  showing  graduation  from  an  accredited 
secondary  school. 

2.  An  official  transcript  showing  graduation  from  an  unaccredited 
secondary  school.  Graduates  from  such  schools  must  pass  entrance 
examination  in  English  composition  and  four  other  subjects. 

3.  An  official  transcript  showing  a minimum  of  fifteen  acceptable 
units  merited  by  a student  who  has  not  been  graduated.  Conditions 
of  2 above  must  then  be  met. 
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ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING 

A student  who  has  attended  another  standard  college  or  university 
will  be  admitted  to  the  college  on  presentation  of  the  following: 

1.  Official  statement  of  preparatory  school  work. 

2.  Transcript  of  college  record. 

3.  Certificate  of  honorable  dismissal. 

REGISTRATION 

Students  must  complete  registration  during  the  days  set  apart  for 
that  purpose.  A fee  of  $2.00  is  charged  for  late  registration.  The 
matriculation  fee  of  $10.00  must  be  paid  before  registration.  This 
fee  is  paid  by  new  students  only.  No  one  may  register  for  the  semes- 
ter after  the  end  of  the  second  week.  Changes  in  registration  are 
made  through  the  registrar  and  with  the  previous  consent  of  the 
instructor  concerned.  For  every  change  of  study  list  later  than  the 
end  of  the  first  week  a fee  of  $1.00  is  charged. 

STUDENT’S  MAXIMUM  LOAD 

No  freshman  may  carry  more  than  sixteen  semester  hours.  This 
includes  the  required  hour  in  religion. 

TRANSCRIPT  OF  CREDITS 

Each  student  who  has  satisfied  all  financial  obligations  is  entitled 
to  receive  one  transcript  of  her  record.  A fee  of  $1.00  is  charged  for 
each  additional  record.  For  an  examination  outside  of  the  regular 
one,  a fee  of  $2.00  is  charged. 

SYSTEM  OF  SCHOLASTIC  GRADES 

Grades  are  recorded  as  follows:  A,  100-93;  B,  92-85;  C,  84-77; 
D,  76-69;  E,  68-60,  Condition;  F,  Failure;  I,  Incomplete  Work; 
X,  Absent  from  too  many  classes;  w,  withdrawal. 

Reports  are  mailed  to  students’  homes  after  each  quarter. 

Conditions  may  be  incurred  by  failure  to  satisfy  the  requirements 
of  a course.  These  requirements  are: 

1 . Recitations. 

2.  Fulfillment  of  assigned  work. 

3.  Tests. 

4.  Examinations. 


SPECIFIC  REGULATIONS 
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Students  conditioned  for  unsatisfactory  work  may  remove  the  condi- 
tion by  a supplementary  examination.  Only  one  supplementary  exam- 
ination will  be  allowed  for  any  course.  A student  who  fails  in  the 
supplementary  examination  must  repeat  the  course  if  it  is  required 
for  a degree. 

Incomplete  is  given  to  a student  who  has  a passing  grade,  but 
who  was  unable  to  finish  the  course.  This  grade  must  be  removed 
within  the  next  quarter  following  the  grade;  if  not,  it  becomes  an  F. 

HONOR  POINTS 

A-grade  carries  three  honor  points  for  each  semester  hour. 

B-grade,  two  honor  points  for  each  semester  hour. 

C-grade,  one  point  for  each  semester  hour. 

D-grade,  no  points. 

E-grade,  Condition,  no  honor  points. 

F-grade,  minus  one  point  for  each  semester  hour. 

A total  of  128  honor  points,  64  in  lower  division  and  64  in  upper 
division,  is  required  for  graduation. 

ATTENDANCE 

Students  absent  on  account  of  late  registration,  illness,  or  for  any 
other  reason  are  responsible  to  their  instructors  for  the  full  work  of 
the  course.  Students  absent  from  any  course  twice  the  number  of 
semester  hours  may  not  receive  for  the  course  more  than  a grade  D. 
If  the  absence  is  equivalent  to  three  times  the  semester  hours,  credit 
for  the  course  is  forfeited.  Absence  on  the  following  days  is  counted 
as  three  absences. 

1.  Tests,  duly  announced  in  advance,  in  any  course. 

2.  Last  class  in  a subject  before  a holiday  or  vacation. 

3.  First  class  in  a subject  after  a holiday  or  vacation. 

Each  student  must  take  care  of  her  own  attendance  record.  Students 
late  for  class  will  be  considered  absent.  Neither  the  college  admin- 
istration nor  the  individual  instructors  will  be  responsible  for  warning 
students  who  are  in  danger  of  being  dropped  from  classes  because  of 
excessive  absences. 
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HONORS 

Graduation  with  Honors 

1.  For  the  degree  cum  laude  the  students  must  have  received  honor 
points  equivalent  to  2.5  times  required  semester  hours;  for  the  degree 
magna  cum  laude,  honor  points  equivalent  to  2.7  times  required 
semester  hours:  for  the  degree,  summa  cum  laude,  honor  points 
equivalent  to  3 times  required  semester  hours. 


DEGREES  AND  REQUIREMENTS 

The  following  subjects  are  required  for  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  (A.  B.) 
degree  and  the  Bachelor  of  Science  (B.  S.  degree),  and  they  must 
be  completed  before  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year.

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE 

A student  who  presents  two  units  in  either  an  ancient  or  a foreign 
language  will  fulfill  the  requirement  for  foreign  language  by  six 
hours  in  the  foreign  language  already  studied  and  six  hours  in  any 
other  language. 


MATHEMATICS 

A student  who  presents  three  units  in  high  school  mathematics  is 
excused  from  three  hours  of  the  mathematics  requirement. 


SCIENCE 

If  two  units  of  a physical  science  (chemistry,  physics)  or  two  units 
of  a biological  science  are  presented  in  the  high  school  record,  the 
student  is  excused  from  five  hours  of  that  particular  science  require- 
ment. 

Such  exemptions  do  not  excuse  the  student  from  the  total  require- 
ments of  128  hours. 


SPECIFIC  REGULATIONS 
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MAJOR  AND  MINOR  REQUIREMENTS 

A major  consists  of  at  least  15  hours  of  upper  division  courses 
(courses  numbered  100,  etc.,  courses  below  100  are  lower  division 
courses)  in  some  particular  department.  The  courses  shall  be  closely 
related  and  shall  follow  in  sequence. 

A minor  consists  of  at  least  12  hours  of  upper  division  courses  in 
a specific  department.  The  restricted  minor  must  be  chosen  from 
departments  of  the  same  division  in  order  to  continue  a unified  plan 
of  study.  The  unrestricted  minor  may  be  chosen  from  another  division 
of  study,  but  must  consist  of  12  hours  of  upper  division  courses. 

Before  the  close  of  the  sophomore  year,  the  student  must  in  writing 
notify  the  dean  of  her  selection  of  her  major  and  minors.  The  courses 
making  up  her  major  and  minors  must  be  approved  by  the  adviser 
from  the  department  in  which  the  student  is  taking  her  major.

DIVISIONS  OF  STUDY 
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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

Courses  from  1-99  are  intended  for  freshmen  and  sophomores, 
although  students  in  the  junior  and  senior  classes  may  enroll  in  these 
courses  to  complete  requirements  for  their  major  and  minor  subjects. 
Courses  100-199  are  intended  for  juniors  and  seniors  only. 

THE  DIVISION  OF  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE

Teachers  of  Art  in  the  Secondary  schools  in  Missouri  must  meet 
the  requirements  of  at  least  24  hours  in  Art  including  courses  in 
Composition,  Design,  History.  Appreciation  of  Art  and  Applied  Art. 

THEORY  AND  PRACTICE

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 

Preparation  of  Staff  Members 

a.  All  members  of  the  staff  will  be  expected  to  meet  the  standards  for  professional 
and  academic  preparation  as  designated  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  of 
Missouri.  The  following  standards  are  set  up  as  desirable  minimum  requirements  and 
should  be  met  by  all  new  instructors  employed  after  the  1938-39  school  year.  Instructors 
now  employed  who  do  not  fully  meet  these  professional  and  academic  requirements 
will  be  expected  to  make  a definite  effort  to  do  so  as  soon  as  possible.  The  standards 
shall  not  be  interpreted  as  retroactive  to  the  extent  of  working  a hardship  on  instructors 
of  successful  experience  and  proven  merit. 

b.  Briefly,  the  standards  provide  that  all  teachers  should: 

(1)  Be  physically  fit. 

(2)  Have  completed  a standard  four-year  college  course  (120  semester  hours). 

(3)  Have  training  in  English,  social  science,  mathematics,  biological  or  physical 
sciences,  and  health  and  physical  education. 

(4)  Have  completed  1 5 (fifteen)  semester  hours  of  education  which  should  include 
course  work  in  educational  psychology,  high-school  administration  for  teachers,  tech- 
niques of  high-school  teaching,  supervised  teaching  in  high  school,  etc.  (Note:  only 
courses  designated  as  education  by  the  institution  offering  them  may  be  presented 
to  satisfy  this  requirement.
